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NATURE MOVES IN MYSTERIOUS WAYS.

Neither Darwinism nor any other theory In 
science or philosophy can give more than a 
secondary explanation of phenomena. 
Some 
deeper power or cause has to be postulated. 
The mysterious power we term life, which 
alone renders possible the production from a 
few of the chemical elements of such diverse 
fabrics as bone and skin, horn and hair, m us­ 
cle and nerve, and brain cells; which, from 
identical soil, water and air, m anufactures all the in­ 
finitely varied products of the vegetable kingdom—the 
thousand delicious fruits for our use and enjoyment, the 
endless woods and fillers, gums, and oils, and resins, to 
serve the purp*ses of our ever-developing arts and m a n ­ 
ufactures, will surely never be explained—as many sup­ 
pose they will be— in terms of mere m atter and motion. 
But beyond even these marvels is the yet greater m a r 
vel of th at ever-present organizing and guiding power 
which generation after generation builds up anew t h at 
most wonderful congeries of organs, the bird’s covering 
of feathers. 
Not only is a feather a miracle of complex 
structure, in every minutest part adapted for most im­ 
portant and even vital ends, but it may be safely stated 
th a t no two feathers on any bird are absolutely iden­ 
tical, varying in contour, in curvature, in rigidity, in 
size, by almost imperceptible gradations, so th at each 
fulfills its special purpose. 
And beyond this, in the 
great majority of cases, these feathers are adorned with 
colors which are infinitely varied, and which we can so 
often perceive to be of use to the individual, the sex, or 
the species, th at we conclude all to do so, 
W e must always remember that, where w e observe or 
experiment with tens or hundreds of individuals, n ature 
carries on her work with millions and thousands of 
millions. 
She acts simultaneously on all living things, 
plants as well as animals, th a t occupy the same area, 
an d always in such a way as to preserve every advan­ 
tageous variation, however slight, in all those which are 
destined to continue the race, and to become, step by 
step, modified into new species, in strict adaptation to 
the new conditions which are slowly being evolved.

honey flow has

Our object in this locality Is to do all 
we can to prevent 
swarming

after this bo Hey flow, if we expect the 
beat results in hunev from this source.

the Republicans. 
Only three Democ r a ’s voted against 
the provision on the filial vote, but 
some refrained I ruin voting at all. The 
test vote was on the substitution of 
the corporation tax am endm ent fur 
the biconic tax provision, and on that 
vote forty-five senators cast their bal­ 
lots In the affirmative and thirty-one 
in the negative. 
On this ballot all the 
D emocratic votes were cast in favor 
of tile income tax, which also received 
the support of a num ber of Insurgent 
Republicans.
